In  our  estimation 
the  Sophomore  Loan  Fund  committee  registered  a.  well-balanc- 
ed, colorful  production  that  bordered  on  the  professional.

Kittens  come  from  behind  to  register 
last  quarter  win  over  Redskin  frosh

Playing  their  second  and  last  football  game  of  the  season, 
the  BYU  freshfes  outscored  the  first-year  Utes,  19-12,  on  the 
Kittens’  home  field  before  2500  fans  last  Thursday.  This  win 
gives  them  the  undisputed  freshman  football  title  in  Utah. 

Utah,  winning  the  toss,  kicked  off  and  was  unable  to  stop 
the  hard-driving  Cubs  until  they  had  scored.  The  drive  started 
on  the  40-yard  line  in  BY  territory  and  was  completed  by  Gary 
Paxman  carrying  the  ball  behind  beautiful  blocking  for  the  last 
32  yards.  Devon  Andrus  kicked  the 
extra  point. 

Late  in  the  second  quarter,  Utah 
went  all  the  way  to  the  Kittens’  5- 
yard  line,  only  to  be  stopped  and 
thrown  back  by  a strong  blue  and 
white  line.  The  home  team  took 
c(ver  on  their  own  7-yard  line  and 
there  Bob  Hamblin  fumbled  and 
the  baby  Redskins  recovered,  setting 
them  up  for  their  second  chance  at 
the  goal  line.  This  time  Hill  went 
over  after  two  tries.  Ferguson  failed 
to  convert. 

The  half  ended  with  the  Y fresh- 
ies  driving  down  to  the  Utah  8 and 
being  stopped  by  a fifteen  yard 
penalty.  The  score  was  7-6  for  the 
Kittens. 

The  third  quarter  was  scoreless 
as  both  teams  pushed  back  and 
fprth  in  mid-field,  and  the  Papooses 
completed  a pass  to  the  Y 12-yard 
line  as  the  quarter  ended. 

Reversing  their  goal  lines,  the 
teams  resumed  play  with  the  visi- 
tors in  scoring  position.  Dawson 
packed  to  the  five,  but  this  was 
as  far  as  they  could  go.  Their  pas- 
ses fell  incomplete  and  the  blue 
and  white  line  charged  in  to  throw 
them  for  a loss..  Once  again  the 
Kittens  took  over  in  dangerous 
territory.  On  the  third  down  Jae 
Ballif’s  quick-kick  was  blocked  and 
recovered  behind  the  goal  line  by 
Westort  for  a Utah  TD.  Ferguson 
missed  the  conversion. 

BYU’s  second  score  was  set  up 
by  a Utah  fumble  on  their  own  17- 
yard  line  as  Ballif  recovered.  Pax- 
man,  who  had  been  making  yardage 
on  every  try,  packed  the  pigskin  to 
the  visitors  23  and  from  there 
Hamblin  continued  the  drive  to  the 
16.  Doney,  the  deceptive  quarter- 
back, went  to  the  5-yard  line  for 
a first  down.  Hamblin  punched  it 


over  in  two  tries.  Andrus’  try  for 
the  extra  point  was  wide. 

The  final  touchdown  of  the  day 
came  late  in  the  game  as  Paxman 
went  over  with  50  seconds  left  to 
play.  With  Andrus  missing  the  con- 
version, the  game  ended  19-12  in 
favor  of  the  well-deserving  Kittens. 

Through  the  hard  running  of 
Hamblin  and  Paxman,  the  BY  squad 
outgained  the  Papooses  with  a total 
of  361  to  165  yards,  and  18  first- 
downs  to  the  losers’  10.  While  the 
first  year  Cougars  made  their  yard- 
age on  the  ground,  Utah  had  to 
take  to  the  air  because  of  the  hard- 
charging  Y line. 

Coach  Wayne  Soffe  was  proud  of 
his  boys  who  displayed  their  talents 
for  the  first  and  only  time  for  the 
home  fans.  Paxman,  Hamblin,  Ballif, 
and  Doney  were  outstanding  in  the 
backfield  spots,  while  Nielsen,  Men- 
denhall, Hancock,  Kochevars,  and 
Criddle  showed  well  on  the  line. 

Coach  Chick  Atkinson  is  looking 
forward  to  a lot  of  good  varsity  ball 
from  these  boys  in  seasons  to  come. 

Utah’s  Bearnson,  Spindler,  And- 
rus, Dawson,  and  Mckee  will  help 
Ike  Armstrongs  form  a good  back- 
field  and  D’Ambrosio,  Westort,  and 
Mooney  have  the  makings  of  good 
varsity  linemen.

Student  scores  Honor  system  procedure 
in  open  letter  to  editor,  student  body 

Dear  Editor, 

It  appears  to  me  that  the  BYU  student  body  is  being  misrepre- 
sented by  our  student  and  faculty  administrators.  I am  referring  to 
the  handling  of  the  Honor  System.  Last  Spring  after  much  discussion 
about  our  problem  of  dishonesty  the  administrators  went  ahead  on 
their  own  in  formulating  an  Honor  System.

This  consisted  of  two  parts:  the  Code  and  the  Procedure  and  was 
drawn  up  without  much  thought  about  other  means  of  solving  our 
problems.  The  two  parts  were  published  in  the  Universe  two  weeks 
before  voting  as  required  in  the  constitution.  The  Code,  in  a final 
analysis,  merely  said:  “<we  believe  in  being  honest  at  the  Y.”  Only 
one  day  before  voting,  however,  the  Code  was  changed  to  include  pro- 
vision for  an  Honor  Council  with  no  explanation  as  to  the  Council’s 
job  or  powers. 

The  Code  which  was  voted  on  could  be  declared  unconstitutional 
on  that  grounds.  In  the  religion  classes  where  the  voting  took  place 
it  was  profoundly  pointed  out  that  students  were  voting  ONLY  FOR 
THE  CODE  and  not  the  PROCEDURE.  About  75  per  cent  of  the  stud- 
ents voted  for  the  Code  and  state  newspapers  announced  that  the 
Honor  System  (including  the  Procedure)  had  been  acrepted  at  BYU. 
Our  administrators  then  explained  that  we  had  voted  for  the  Code 
TOGETHER  WITH  ITS  IMPLICATIONS  and  that  the  Code  implied  the 
Procedure.  Did  25  per  cent  of  the  students  vote  against  being  honest 
or  did  they  “smell  a rat?” 

I am  not  convinced  that  students  knew  what  they  were  voting  on 
or  that  they  wanted  the  entire  System  without  any  further  discussion 
or  voting  on  their  part.  I doubt  that  those  chosen  as  members  of 
the  Council  understand  their  powers  except  as  they  are  tutored  by 
the  administrators  who  interpret  the  "implications.” 

If  this  is  the  way  that  our  school  is  to  be  run  then  let’s  make  that 
plain  and  quit  making  a farce  of  democratic  process.  I am  not  con- 
vinced that  we  can  show  our  unique  moral  standards  to  the  world  by 
adopting  a system  drawn  up  from  the  systems  used  in  30  leading 
universities. 

This  could  just  as  easily  be  taken  as  a confession  on  our  part 
that  we  don’t  have  any  more  REAL  honor  than  other  universities  after 
all.  Other  schools  started  such  programs  in  order  to  be  "practical” 
about  their  moral  problems.  This  type  of  practicality  has  no  place 
in  Christian  methods  of  advancement. 

The  Procedure  is  based  mainly  on  a psychological  duress  or  the 
principle  of  force.  Students  will  not  cheat  because  they  will  be  afraid 
of  being  caught  or  because  it  will  be  made  impossible  for  them  to 
cheat.  In  dealing  with  major  crimes  such  procedure  is  necessary  but 
students  have  not  been  hurt  so  badly  by  others’  dishonesty  that  we 
need  to  militarize  our  entire  campus  life. 

The  Procedure  states  that  temptations  should  be  removed  as 
nearly  as  possible.  Again  I question  the  principle  behind  such  a plan;
